Ryan McFee: Making Art, One Day at a Time

Ryan McFee stands at the foot of an old New 
Bedford building, looking up at the 50-foot-tall creation 
he made. 

It's a mural depicting a Civil War-era African- 
American soldier pridefully, defiantly holding a silver 
handgun with his skeleton hand crossed across his body, 
the other hand open below a hovering red heart. There's a 
base version of the same theme in his studio, blocks away, 
at 1 / 100th of the size. 

Although any observer would be wowed both by 
the impact of the image and the 'how did they do that?' 
factor, McFee says, "Unfortunately, it's not my best work." 

"I really need to get back up there." He details the 
ways he wants to improve the image - the hat is too small, 
and he's heard from the City that they don't like the use 
of the gun, and you can see that this artist's mind never 
rests. 

McFee grew up in Mattapoisett, and once he got 
to Old Rochester Regional High School, where his father 
Rory was a well-known coach and teacher, he had a pretty 
clear goal that had absolutely nothing to do with art. He 
was to play hockey. 

"I was in the art room a lot in high school, but I 
really didn't think anything of it," he said. "I was really

focused on sports." 

McFee played collegiate hockey at Suffolk, and in 
his senior year he took Introduction to Oil Painting as an 
elective. He lived above a frame shop in the North End of 
Boston and decided to get some of his class work framed 
to hang on his wall. 

"So he said, 

'Do you paint?' 
and I'm just saying 
'No, this is just 
stuff from a class/ 
but he was excited. 

'You should paint 
this stuff around 
the North End!' 
and he kind of kept 
hounding me about 
it, and eventually I 
did it." 

And when two of his paintings sold, a career was 

born. 

"I just kind of kept doing it," said McFee, wearing 
a backwards baseball hat with the logo of CCM hockey 
equipment emblazoned on it. "I realized, 'This is all 
I want to do/ and I'm going to do it until I can't do it 
anymore." 

He's been doing it since then and relocated from 
Boston to the warmth of New Bedford's art scene. 

McFee's downtown New Bedford art studio 
is a work in its own right. It's a huge space and there 
is something cool to look at in every direction - from 
finished art to handsome clutter. McFee's work area is in a 
corner, and there's so much stuff going on there that only 
the artist himself can completely make sense of it. 

There's a small office in the middle that feels a bit 
like a DJ booth, and McFee always has some good music 
flowing to keep the artist's mind free. 

It's clear from looking at McFee's studio walls 
or browsing through his sold works on Instagram that 
McFee's style is "anything goes." There's realism, there's 
surrealism, there's fun, there's dark, and overall there's a 
sense of the artist at work - with an emphasis on work.

"Yeah, it's all over the map. I don't think you 
could say a couple of words that sum it up," McFee said. 
"Maybe by the time I'm eighty, it'll be narrowed down, 
but not now. I'm constantly trying new things." 

He keeps his studio / gallery open six days a 
week, and there's a pretty steady stream of traffic. He 
gets a lot of young artists during the day from the UMass 
Dartmouth program around the corner, hanging out, 
using the studio as the backdrop for artistic pics and 
ideas. While he tries to work, he doesn't get a whole lot 
done during open hours and does the majority of his 
work - paid and for pleasure - at night. 

While McFee is comfortable painting small, 
detailed figures on wood or large landscapes on stretched 
canvas, his true love can be found writ large on the sides 
of buildings. 

"Those are my best days, just going on a wall 
and painting, whether with a friend or myself," he said. 
Frequently working with Todd Woodward, another ORR 
grad who now plies his trade in Brooklyn, he has done 
several large scenes at the request of local businesses or

groups, and has been at the forefront of the growing local 
street art scene. But the bulk of his paid work comes in 
the form of commissioned art. Sometimes it's friends, or 
friends-of-friends, sometimes it's through social media, 
and sometimes it's strangers passing by. 

"I try to keep it in my style as much as possible," 
he said. "It works out." 

He gestures to the large painting on the wall high 
above his workspace, a very specific request from an off- 
the-street buyer. It's a mountain lion defending her cubs, 
with various oddball details in the background that the 
buyer described very specifically (and eccentrically). 

He shrugs. All in a day's work for a working 

artist. 

"What keeps me going is the commissions," 
he said. "If I don't feel creative, or if I don't want to do 
something, well, I have to. So that's that. If I was a teacher 
or if I was a plumber. I'd go to work to get the job done. 

So I try and approach it the same way." 

It's not easy, but it's a labor of love for sure. 

"I pay the rent, but it's month to month and it's a 
struggle," he said. "I have months where I'm a hero, and I 
have months where it's ramen noodles. Sometimes you're 
just like 'Please, come in and buy something!' I've got to 
make money off my art. You have to sell just to have a 
roof over your head, and that's kind of a challenge." 

"But you know what?" McFee says. "When things 
get tough, that's when you get creative. It lights a fire 
under you, and sometimes that's when you do your best 
work."

scattering branches across roadways, Geoffrey Smith 
was out for a run around the streets of Mattapoisett. 
When The Wanderer sat down with Smith at the library 
in Mattapoisett, he had just returned from that run 
undaunted by the weather. "Oh, it wasn't bad at all," he 
said with a smile. 

Smith is no stranger to pushing himself to the 
limit both physically and mentally. For those who aren't 
familiar with Smith, the most striking aspect of his 
personal story is likely to be his status as a Gold Medal 
Olympian and two-time winner of the Boston Marathon. 
Yet Smith has also made several major course changes in 
his life. 

As a young boy growing up in Liverpool,

England in the '50s and '60s, Smith admits, "I hated 
school." And so he left school behind and embarked on 
a career as a professional firefighter. By the age of 18, he 
was a member of the local fire brigade. "We trained for at 
least an hour every shift." 

Always physically active. Smith was playing 
soccer and running for pleasure, enjoying the challenge of 
both sports and a demanding career choice. "I did a few 
races. ... I was pretty good," he said of those early years 
running 20 of more miles at a go. 

Smith said that in spite of his lack of affiliation 
with a sports club or school, he made the United 
Kingdom's Olympic team in 1980 going on to win the 
10,000-meter race in Moscow. "I got a lot of respect from 
the other runners," he said. 

"There is no 'Six steps to faster running/" 

Smith said. At that point, he was running 100 miles a 
week "running hard." He said that level of personal 
commitment for the elite athlete can't be understated. "It's 
a great deal of hard work." 

The Moscow win catapulted Smith into the 
international sports spotlight where recruiters search 
for talent. "I had a choice to make - stay where I was 
on the fire department or go to America," he said. After 
a successful decade as a firefighter. Smith accepted an 
invitation from Providence College in Rhode Island. 

The once-reluctant student now framed his days 
to get the most he could from the education being offered 
and the chance to dedicate himself to running. "I never 
missed a class. I studied like crazy. My routine was run, 
study, eat, sleep. I earned a B.S. in business management." 

And he was running marathons. 

In 1983, Smith ran the New York Marathon with 
a respectable time, placing second. Undaunted, he ran 
the 1984 and 1985 Boston Marathons winning both. These 
wins gave him the opportunity to return to the Olympics 
for the U.K., but fate would intervene. "I got sick." 

Illness would rob him of the opportunity to 
perform at both the Los Angeles and Seoul Olympics. 

During those years. Smith continued to pursue 
his education, earning a Master's degree in business from 
Providence College and later a teaching degree from the

Smith's intense blue eyes speak to his character; 
whatever he pursues, he does so with focus and 
dedication, and when facing life-changing decisions, his 
personal truth stands him in good stead. "I was injured.... 
I was getting older," he said. "I was struggling to run." 

By 1985, he decided to stop running. He married 
and settled into creating a family life. He'd spend a 
decade as a high achieving stockbroker, "But I really 
didn't like it," he shared. 

But the pull of competition and challenging 
himself never completely abated. While training for the 
1992 Olympic trials, he fell during a run along Brandt 
Island Road. Shattering his hip and leg. Smith saw that 
dream fade away. 

Later he faced another crossroads when he 
decided to leave the world of finance and become a 
special education teacher. "I loved the students," he said. 
A decade later when the New Bedford school system 
faced financial hardship and support was cut from some 
special education staffing. Smith decided it was time to 
move on. 

Today, Smith is once again recreating himself - 
and, he's back to running. 

"Life is survival," Smith said waxing 
philosophical. After two hip replacements, he has 
returned to his sport. Of running today, he said, "I don't 
run miles, I run minutes." 

"People worry about speed. . .. I want to go 
out everyday and run whether it's thirty minutes or an 
hour. ... I feel good and that makes me happy." 

Smith also views the injuries and illnesses 
that sidelined his elite running status through a lens 
of wisdom. "Accepting where you are at this point is 
important. . . . Don't look back. Look forward with hope." 

Smith has organized a road race for his adopted 
hometown of Mattapoisett. "Putting on a race is a 
financial gamble," he said, but Smith doesn't shy away 
from challenges, even now. 

On Saturday, November 11, the Veterans' Day 
Road Race will debut. Runners may elect a 10-mile course 
with a 10:00 am start time, or a 5K beginning at 9:00

No Way, Jose

Tri-Town residents and the public safety 
departments of all three towns kept their eye on 
Hurricane Jose all last week as it kept us waiting to see 
where it would hit next after wreaking havoc throughout 
Florida and the Caribbean. 

The storm was anticipated to strike close to the 
SouthCoast, but it veered east just south of its expected 
track, sparing our coastal communities from the worst of 
the winds and rain. 

Jose was downgraded to a tropical storm on 
Wednesday, September 20, while it headed east farther 
south than expected, taking the heaviest winds out 
to sea. What Tri-Town experienced was more of a 
prolonged nor'easter, still solid enough to dot the Tri- 
Town landscape with downed tree limbs and power lines, 
some isolated areas of power outages, some minor street 
flooding, and high surf conditions along the waterfront as 
Jose churned well into Friday before dissipating east. 

A number of downed trees, limbs, and power 
lines were reported from Wednesday, September 20, 
through the early morning hours of Saturday, September 
23. 

In Rochester, there were a total of 10 calls related 
to fallen trees, including one on Thursday that fell into 
Mendell Road, and three calls for trees on power lines, 
including one that brought down power lines and blocked 
off a portion of Dexter Lane also on Thursday. 

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee said there 
were three alarm calls all related to power outages, which

Two Aquaculture Licenses Approved 
Without Debate 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

It was a stress-free night for all involved in the 
public portion of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
meeting on September 26. 

The three action items on the agenda were 
approved without any real debate, and the two

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aquaculture licences sought by two local oyster farmers 
also got the green light in a genial fashion. 

From the Pledge of Allegiance and moment of 
silence to the move into executive session, the entire 
public session lasted a tidy half-hour. 

The majority of the meeting centered on the 
aquaculture licenses being sought by Nicholas Wright and 
Michael Ward. Fans of oyster farming certainly got their 
fill as first Wright and then Ward detailed their plans to 
have oyster farms up and running as soon as possible. 

The selectmen displayed an adequate knowledge of 
aquaculture, and if the small crowd in attendance wasn't 
quite following the conversation, it didn't let on. 

Wright and Ward had both received their 
approvals from the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries, having been conditionally approved for licenses 
on that eventuality. 

Most of the discussion centered on the amount of 
performance bond each prospective farmer would have to 
post. There is a bylaw in town requiring aquaculturalists 
to provide bond "in the event that you go belly up and 
the Town has to clean it up," as Selectman Jordan Collyer 
put it. 

Ward argued that any new aquaculture farmer 
taking over an existing license and area would get a lot of 
value from discarded equipment, and that bond should be 
lower than the $5,000 to $15,000 range that was discussed. 
He added, "But whatever we come up with. I'm happy to

In the end. Ward and Wright were both approved 
for a license beginning immediately and running through 
the end of 2018 , conditional on a bond commitment that 
was TBA. 

"Thank you," both Ward and Wright said in unison 
at the conclusion of the vote. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne brought it 
back to oyster farming in his report, putting the license of 
Taylor Culture Seafood up for discussion. It was noted that 
the company, which also operates in Fairhaven, had not 
been using the Mattapoisett site and had not responded to 
outreach. 

"They have to exercise the area that they have, and 
in my position they have not done that," Gagne said. "They 
must be present on site with management." 

He recommended that the selectmen proceed 
toward revocation of the license and noted that the 
company was compliant with the rules in the Fairhaven 
portion of their operation. 

"I think they may possibly have called it quits in 
Mattapoisett," Gagne said. "And I've had conversations 
with a few people aware of what's happening, and they 
want to stay in the loop if there is availability." 

The final piece of oyster farming business came 
from Gagne, who said he'd been in touch with the 
Wareham harbormaster about what they do to make the 
process easier. 

The upwell system use in town isn't good for the 
purpose, Gagne said, and suggested pursuing a grant to 
mirror the floating raft system used by Wareham and other 
towns. He suggested that the Town could match the funds. 
But Selectmen Chairman Paul Silva and Selectman Collyer 
noted that there were enough existing floats and materials 
in town to do it without added expense. Selectman Tyler 
Macallister wondered if the Old Colony students might get 
involved, as they have in other town projects. 

A placement of the raft was proposed by Gagne 
on the east side of Long Whart, but Collyer and Silva felt it 
would be a bad location. 

"The water beats the hell out of everything over 
there," Collyer said. "That's a bad spot."

Also during the meeting, the board voted 3-0 on 
two items: to appoint Jennifer Szabo as a member of the 
Agricultural Commission and to approve the date for 
the Lions Club Family Fun Festival as October 21 from 
11:00 am to 5:00 pm in Shipyard Park, with a rain date of 
October 22. 

There was some debate over the appointment 
of Szabo to the Agricultural Commission, with Collyer 
asking how Szabo' s work with her current position 
handling the farmers' market would conflict with the 
AgCom role. Gagne noted that the farmers' market 
reported to him, not the Agricultural Committee. 

"Any decisions about permits, or any of that stuff, 
comes through my office," Gagne said. "Just note that 
I'm not pleased with the farmers' market and would like 
to have Miss Szabo come in and talk to us about next 
year," Collyer said.

contentious over time were finally closed on September 26 
after the Rochester Planning Board was satisfied that all 
details were finalized and all concerns addressed. 

The board closed the Site Plan Review public 
hearing for Craig Canning's Rochester Farms, LLC 
farmer's market and agricultural operation slated for 
Marion Road (Route 105) and contemplated a list of 
possible conditions for approval starting with a row of 
Leyland cypress trees the board suggested for screening, 
to which Canning had agreed, although the screening was 
not mandatory. Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson 
suggested the trees be planted 10 feet apart in a row and 
noted that on the plan. 

Next, Johnson mentioned two steel gates marked 
on the plan for securing the site, but Canning, unaware 
of the gates, opted to have them removed. Johnson also 
noted the 40-foot wide entryway lane that was discussed 
during the previous meeting, and then mentioned some 
trees near the road that would be taken down, also 
discussed during the last meeting. 

When Johnson suggested planting a couple more 
in the place of some trees that Johnson said the Town's 
tree warden had rendered "garbage," Canning replied, 
"Some nice birch trees? Perfect. Maybe a couple of 
maples? Sure. Life is good." 

Among other noted conditions, Johnson 
suggested that queuing of delivery trucks not be allowed 
on the access road or on Route 105 prior to scheduled 
opening and delivery hours be limited to 6:30 am until 
6:00 pm. Employee arrival / departure hours were also set 
for 6:00 am until 9:00 pm after the 8:00 pm closing, at the 
suggestion of town counsel. 

"He thought that probably we would set some 
hours for the employees that would need to be there," 
Johnson said, "to remove some possible gray area down 
the road, to set hours for employees other than the 
agricultural ones." 

Outside night lighting after hours would be 
minimal, almost non-existent, with security lighting 
limited to a few motion detection lights at each corner of 
the building. 

"I'd be okay with that, as long as it's facing

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down," said board member John DeMaggio. 

Should Canning desire further outside 
illumination in the future, he would have to return to the 
Planning Board with a plan. Same went for the outside 
seating, which the board capped at 18 tables. 

Before closing the hearing, Johnson opened up 
the floor to any last-minute comments from the public, of 
which there were a few, with no new issues arising. 

Attorney Dan Fleming, representing the Cutlers 
who live across from Canning's proposed project and are 
opposed to the plan, again asserted the Planning Board 
no longer had jurisdiction over the project, according to 
the bylaw that Fleming interpreted to mean that, once the 
Zoning Board of Appeals closes its own public hearing. 
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the Planning Board no longer has jurisdiction. 

"We will proceed with what I have to do with 
regard to this project," said Fleming, implying that his 
client would appeal. 

"We are the Special Permit granting authority," 
said Johnson. "It's written right in the bylaw . . . but that's 
why we have town counsel on retainer." 

"And we did not abdicate . . . that right because 
the ZB A determined use first, so we'll continue with our 
process," Johnson added. 

Fleming told Johnson the next move, then, would 
be to go to court. Johnson corrected him, saying the 
next step would be to first return to the ZB A. Johnson 
cautioned Fleming, "If you go to court and skip the ZBA 
on our decision, it's an automatic loss for you." 

"It's not our first rodeo in court," said Johnson. 
"Whatever you want to do." 

Johnson said the board would review a draft 
decision on the Site Plan Review during its October 12 
meeting. 

Also during the meeting. Wellspring Farm's 
Site Plan Review public hearing was closed with all 
outstanding issues resolved.

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clinicians must park in the rear parking lot.

New Storage Units Coming To Mattapoisett 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

In spite of the rising philosophy on the 
importance of de-cluttering one's life in an effort to 
feel less stressed and more focused on what's really 
important, the demand for self-storage units to warehouse 
personal possessions has never been greater, according to 
at least two businesses in Mattapoisett. 

For the second time, the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals heard that customers are seeking 
safe, secure storage units in Mattapoisett. However, 
with both self-storage facilities currently at maximum 
capacity, storage space is lacking. Coupled with what 
local businesses as well as potential businesses believe is a 
serious lack of commercially zoned space in Mattapoisett, 
how to satisfy demand is a real problem. 

On September 21, the Mattapoisett ZB A heard 
from Peter Noyer, Coves LLC, 94 Marion Road, who 
was seeking to increase the number of storage units he 
currently offers by six, a total of an additional 1,200 square 
feet feet of new commercial space. 

The issue at hand for the ZB A was whether or 
not to approve both a Special Permit for setbacks and a 
Variance for zoning category that would allow Noyer to 
construct the units. 

Represented by N. Douglas Schneider of N. 
Douglas Schneider & Associates, Inc., the ZBA members 
heard Noyer's application. 

Schneider explained that currently on the parcel 
are four commercial storage units, a sign shop, and 
residential rental units. He said that where Noyer plans 
to situate the new units is an area of the parcel currently 
zoned Residential, thus requiring a Variance. The parcel 
also has areas that are zoned General Business. 

Schneider noted that during a recent hearing

on behalf of Tom Brownell, the board had granted a 
Variance allowing Brownell to add new storage units to 
his storage facility that would encroach on a side setback. 
Brownell had also cited lack of commercial space in 
Mattapoisett and demand for storage units as rationale for 
his application. The hardship for both businessmen was a 
lack of commercial space in town. 

After describing the project and responding 
to several questions from board members, Schneider 
wrapped up his presentation stating that the new units 
would not be seen from Route 6. 

Norman Lyonnais, ZB A member, said, "It won't 
be a deterrent to the town, and it's a needed service." ZB A 
member Ken Pacheco added, "They run a great business 
over there.... This makes sense ... it's needed." 

Noyer's application was unanimously approved. 

Also receiving the thumbs up from the ZB A was 
an application for a Special Permit submitted by William 
Cantor for property located at 33 Main Street. Cantor, who 
is in the process of building a new single-family dwelling 
on the site, sought approval for the construction of a 
portable fabric-tensioned structure that would be used to 
store and maintain his boats. 

Cantor said the location of the storage structure 
would be over the former site of the long-defunct Mendell 
Electrical Works, once an active manufacturing business 
that made switchgear. He said some foundation walls and 
a split concrete pad from the original factory were ideal 
for placing the framed fabric structure. 

A scheduled hearing for an application submitted 
by Michael Sudofsky for property located at 33 and 35 
County Road was continued when it was determined 
there had been a miscommunication with the applicant. 
Sudofsky is seeking to re-position lot lines on his 
commercial property to clear up inconsistencies on the 
parcel.

repairs of the building, which is currently occupied on the 
first floor. 

"If [the Special Permit] were granted. I'd feel it's 
safe," said Buckles. 

ZBA member Kirby Gilmore commented that any 
unresolved matters from the prior public hearing were 
now settled, saying, "I don't see any outstanding issues 
with granting Mr. Jones his appeal." 

Chairman Richard Cutler stipulated that a special 
condition would be added to ensure no parking would be 
allowed on the right of way on the property, limited only 
to the four spaces provided in the driveway. "To make 
sure there are no future issues with the neighbors," Cutler 
said. 
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"We have no grudge with any of the neighbors," 
said Jones. 

"And we want to keep it that way," said Cutler.

Land Registration Proves Land is Town's 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On September 25, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission along with nearly everyone else sitting in the 
town hall conference room learned an important lesson: 
in-depth title searches are absolutely necessary in the state 
of Massachusetts. 

While the hearing before the commission was a 
simple Request for Determination of Applicability, the 
underlying issue was the rightful ownership of a parcel 
on Angelica Point. 

Coming before the commission for a continued 
hearing was Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, 

Inc., Town Counsel Matthew Thomas, and Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne. 

At the August 30 hearing, the commission heard 
the application submitted by the Town to install granite 
pillars along property owned by the Town in the summer 
colony on Cove Street. 

Claiming ownership of the same property was A1 
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Gentili, who said he had purchased the undeveloped lot 
some 40 years ago and had been paying taxes on it ever 
since. On this night, the sea fog would lift and the Town 
would make a solid claim of prior ownership. 

Thomas explained that two states, Massachusetts 
and Hawaii, still maintain dual property recording 
systems - one at the state level and one at the county 
level - a system known as "registered" land, meaning that 
a title is certified by the Commonwealth and a certificate 
of title is issued by land court. The registration process 
includes any and all encumbrances that may exist on land 
with the Registry District of the Land. 

Continuing on, Thomas said, "The state has used 
registered land since the 1800s." While admitting that 
it can cause confusion, he also said that a thorough title 
search of a deed including investigation into whether or 
not a parcel has been previously registered with the state 
is necessary. 

"This happens a lot with older deeds," he stated. 
"Deeds that are recorded (at the Registry of Deeds) are 
not applicable." Thomas said he had no doubt that, if the 
disputed lot was reviewed by Massachusetts Land Court, 
Gentili' s deed would be invalidated. 

Gentili approached the commission again 
asserting his ownership, brandishing a letter from the 
1980s when he was in discussions with the presumed 
owners at that time. However, as the nearly hour-long 
hearing continued, he never claimed to have had a 
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comprehensive title search done on the lot before 'buying' 
it. 

Commission member Chapman Dickerson 
asked how much tax money Gentili had paid over the 
years to the Town. Principal Assessor Kathleen Costello 
responded, "Between 1988 and 2017, $2,990." Dickerson 
called the mix-up a "raw deal" for Gentili. 

Gagne explained that as far back as 2009 the Town 
knew the land was not Gentili's; however, the Assessor's 
Office at that time had failed to follow-up and that as late 
as 2012 continued to send Gentili tax bills - bills he had 
paid. 

But Gagne made it clear that the lot in question 
had been gifted to the Town in 1928. 

"On behalf of the Town, we apologize for 
continuing to tax the property and we are looking at 
avenues of refund, including interest," Gagne said. He 
explained that the Assessor's Office would seek a refund 
for Gentili through the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue, a process that was already underway. 

Abutters from the Angelica Point beach 
association were in attendance to support Gentili 
who they described as a good steward of the parcel in 
question, as well as other lots he owns in the area. They 
also expressed their concerns. 

Association President Sharon Thompson said that 
although she now understood how the confusion had 
been created, property owners in the area were concerned 
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that giving greater access to the barrier beach would 
result in a negative impact on the neighborhood. 

The residents of the beach community claimed 
that illegally parked cars would become a real problem, 
along with the potential for tenting, camping, bonfires, 
trash, thefts, and the use of all-terrain vehicles. Gagne 
said that with proper signage, public access was possible 
and that any breach in parking restrictions should be 
reported to the police. He said conservation areas should 
be accessed on foot or by bicycle. He did not address how 
the beach area would be kept clean or if portable toilets 
would be installed on the town's lot. 

The commission approved the RDA, granting 
a Negative Determination with the caveat that if their 
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decision is appealed or until such time as Gentili's claim is 
resolved, no work would take place on the property. 

Later in the evening, the Town was once again 
before the commission with a continued Notice of Intent 
filing for the construction of a pedestrian bridge. Phase IB 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. 

Susan Nilson of CLE Engineering, Inc. said 
several governing agencies had yet to comment on the 
project and that comments from the Division of Marine 
Fisheries had been modest. 

The hearing was continued until October 23. 

Also coming before the commission was Jon 
Connell of Field Engineering representing Leigh Oler, 25 
Grandview Avenue, who sought approval of a Notice of 
Intent for the construction of a new water well and tie-in 
to public sewer. 

Abutter Scott Snow asked that the hearing be 
continued until it could be determined who would pay 
for any damage to his freshwater well. 

Commissioner Michael King explained to Snow 
that the permitting of the well and septic systems was 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Health, not the 
Conservation Commission. 

The project was approved and conditioned. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for October 23 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

BOH Hears From Retailers on Menthol Ban 

Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health, which for months 
has been working towards banning flavored tobacco and 
nicotine products, is considering an attempt to classify 
menthol cigarettes as flavored tobacco in the tentative 
bylaw. 

On September 26, Dennis Lane, executive 
director of the Coalition for Responsible Retailing, tried to 
convince the BOH that any move to ban flavored tobacco 
products would hurt local retailers, discriminate against 
groups that smoke menthol cigarettes, and is, in general, 
unfair. 
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"The proposed tobacco regulations are 
confusingly inconsistent with Marion's high standards 
for the regulation of legal, adult-only products and the 
protection of public health for both minors and adults," 
said Lane. 

Lane, during a meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen in August, gave a similar presentation to the 
selectmen. He said that tobacco regulations, including 
flavored tobacco regulations, are incongruous with 
alcohol regulations. Even though minors can't buy 
tobacco, they can smoke and possess it, while with alcohol 
minors can neither buy nor possess it. And as for banning 
flavors ... why tobacco and not alcohol, he asked. 

"The approach to regulating alcohol is 
appropriately stringent and prohibits minors' possession 
and use of alcohol, but rightly recognizes that adults have 
a right to purchase and enjoy flavored products that are 
only legal for sale to adults," said Lane. "The approach 
being proposed toward tobacco continues to allow minors 
to purchase, possess, and use tobacco products, flavored 
or not, but makes it illegal for adults to purchase legal- 
flavored products." 

Furthermore, the board's proposed ban on 
menthol cigarettes specifically targets black smokers, of 
which 88 percent smoke menthol cigarettes, said Lane. 

"As written, the proposed regulations are 
discriminatory, unfairly banning products that are 
preferred by minority adult consumers while preserving 
the products that are preferred by white adult 
consumers," said Lane. 

Continuing, Lane emphasized, "...All you are 
proposing is the elimination of a mature adult's right to 
purchase a legal product in Marion." 

"Let me be clear," Lane said. "I am not suggesting 
that any cigarettes are good for anyone. What I hope you 
realize is that your proposed regulations do not, in any 
way, protect minors from accessing and using menthol or 
any other cigarette or tobacco product. Again, all you are 
proposing is the elimination of a mature adult's right to 
purchase a legal product in Marion." 

Local liquor store proprietor Mark Riley, one 
of four in Marion who holds a license to sell tobacco, 
said that even though he does not sell 'flavored' tobacco 
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products such as cigars or electronic cigarettes including 
the flavored liquid the consumer inhales or 'vapes,' 
banning menthol cigarettes would hurt his business. 

"I'm afraid that if menthol was taken away . . . 

I could potentially lose a lottery sale or another sale . . . 
and they'll just run down to [somewhere else] down the 
street." 

According to Riley, around 60 percent of those 
who buy smokes from him also buy milk, candy bars, 
newspapers, and other items for sale at his store. 

"What I don't want to have happen is ... I don't 
want to become an unintended consequence ... if you take 
something away that is a catalyst for my entire business." 
He continued, "I would hate to see menthol added to [the 
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flavored tobacco ban]. I think there are a lot of unintended 
consequences that people can't quite measure." 

Riley cautioned the board against passing public 
health regulations that could potentially affect commerce 
in town, and he asked what the board and the community 
could do to actually keep kids from smoking. 

"To do anything that would hurt business that 
wouldn't necessarily hurt kids," said Riley, "I don't think 
we should do anything to restrict adults from buying 
what they want to buy if it doesn't help kids." 

Lane urged the board to reconsider banning 
flavored tobacco, saying flavors are the future of "the 
industry," and an effective way to get smokers to switch 
from harmful combustible tobacco products to a possible 
less harmful flavored electronic nicotine product. 

"And don't discriminate," said Lane. "Treat all 
adults ... no matter the demographic, treat them the 
same." 

Board of Health member Betsy Dunn took offense 
to Lane's discrimination argument. 

"I think it's unconscionable to make a racial issue 
out of it," said Dunn. "That's not why we did it, that's not 
why we're doing it." 

Chairman John Howard said he appreciated the 
discussion, saying, "It's been informative. I've enjoyed it." 
He thanked both Lane and Riley for attending. 

After adjournment, Dunn further discussed her 
distaste for the argument that a menthol cigarette ban 
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would be discriminatory to minorities. 

"Why do they always have to make something 
racial?" said Dunn. "I find that unconscionable." 

"Play the race card," Howard said. 

"You play the race card because then people will 
be afraid to do the right thing," said Dunn. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Health will likely be scheduled for October 10 at 4:30 pm 
at the Marion Town House.

mother! Starring Jennifer Lawrence and Javier Bardem. 
Directed by Darren Aronofsky. Running time: 121 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

" Words cannot describe," said a man loudly in 
the theater, "what we just saw." What we'd just seen 
was mother!, the audience-infuriating new whatsit from 
writer-director Darren Aronofsky ( Black Swan , Requiem 
for a Dream). As it happens, Aronofsky has many words 
to describe it, and he's been unwisely sharing them in the 
film press. Luckily, I kept my eyes and ears virginal before 
sitting down to mother!, so I didn't know — and you 
shouldn't either — his allegorical explanation. Some will 
interpret it another way, as a male artist's unconscious 
apologia for what the pursuit of his art can do to the one 
he loves. Others still may take the movie's events literally, 
which the movie doesn't discourage for about its first 
half, at which point it saunters casually for the exit in the 
house of logic, clears its throat, and takes a Nestea plunge 
into apocalyptic surrealism. 

If that sounds like your cup of art, I wouldn't 
dream of dissuading you from catching mother! while 
you still can on the big screen (and with big speakers — 
the sound mix is brutal ), or eventually on home video, 
probably sooner than its studio. Paramount, would prefer. 
If, on the other hand, you are spiritual kin to the middle- 
aged ladies who sat near me commenting at frequent 
intervals about how stupid the movie was, I would advise 
you to stay the hell home. I came out rattled, relieved that 
it was done with me, and somewhat exhilarated, mother! 
is art, for sure, sincere and emotionally loud and taking 
place entirely in the landscape of a bent imagination; it 
is also unafraid to speak the language of schlock, and it 
amuses me that the climax that disgusts so many viewers 
is actually the ending of so much bland Hollywood fare 
— blood and fire and bullets and explosions. 

I am actively avoiding the story. I can safely 
reveal this much. Jennifer Lawrence and Javier Bardem 
live together in a house that she's fixing up. The house 
was once his until fire consumed it. While she plasters 
the walls, he sits around trying to write (he's a poet). One 
day, a doctor (Ed Harris) visits, soon joined by his wife 
(Michelle Pfeiffer). The doctor is a fan of the poet's work, 
and he and his wife stay the night. Some stuff happens. 
Exit doctor and wife. Later, the poet impregnates his wife 



and starts his greatest work within the same 24 hours. His 
book comes out and is a major success. He gains a horde 
of new fans. Meanwhile, his wife is about ready to pop 
out the baby. She does so, among a cataclysm of hellfire 
and cannibalism and a gun- wielding Kristen Wiig. There's 
more. 

No doubt about it, mother! is the most audacious 
folly a major studio has allowed an American filmmaker 
to pursue since Southland Tales, which also collapsed into 
ecstasies of fireworks. The tension ratchets up deftly; the 
24-frames-per-second representational recording of a 
movie keeps us locked into interpreting it literally from 
moment to moment, until it vehemently parts company 
with reality. The trope of the guests who won't leave, 
wreaking chaos in one's home, is robust enough to get our 
anxiety pumping. As the movie got crazier, I responded 
gratefully to the visual and aural hyperbole. But the burn 
leading up to the light show is slow and uncomfortable 
and a little irritating. 

Art has a right — an obligation — to irritate 
occasionally. I'm glad I saw mother! and glad it was 
made, but I don't want to see it again (a reaction I 
also had to Lars von Trier's Antichrist, another pure 
horror movie that trafficked in the Biblical). Aside from 
Aronofsky's deafening virtuosity, there is pleasure in the 
performances, especially Ed Harris' portrait of a man in 
decline. I wouldn't say mother! offers no entertainment 
value, but it rises to a level of unpleasantness, even as 
allegory, that feels punitive. I've respected Aronofsky's 
films even when I didn't like them. You don't always 
have to like art. I didn't like mother!, but I think I might 
love it, or some of it, anyway. Twice in a row now, Darren 
Aronofsky has made batty, antagonistic, gobsmacking 
swings for the fence, about what he considers the biggest 
problem facing humanity. In a culture that increasingly 
values only childish power fantasies, movies like this are 
to be protected and highly regarded. Just not liked.

As part of the on-going effort to upgrade 
the Marion Music Hall, the Board of Selectmen has 
unanimously approved new Guidelines and Rental Fees. 
With the Council on Aging having now moved to the 
renovated Veteran's Hall on Route 6, there are increased 
rental opportunities at the Hall as well. 

This historic masterpiece was the gift of Elizabeth 
Sprague Pitcher Taber whose vision was that Marion 
and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances. It was constructed in 1891 for 
$23,000. Through the years, it has been a favored venue 
for town committee meetings and parties, for concerts and 
musicals, and for private events including weddings and 
parties. Mrs. Taber also had the vision to build the Town 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Stone Chapel 
at the Congregational Church, and Tabor Academy, 
originally founded to educate girls and boys of Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses. While the rate structure has changed, the 
rates remain among the most competitive in Marion and 
surrounding towns. Local couples will be hard pressed to
